NEW YORK, Feb 12 (AP)— 
Business, industrial and amuse- 
ment activities here were at a 
standstill today under proclama- 
tion by Mayor William O’Dwyer 
shutting all places of public as- 
sembly in order to cope with a 
critical fuel shortage resulting 
from a nine-day-old tugboat strike. 

The mayor’s move was unprece- 
dented in the history of the city. 

With commercial establishments 
closed by the order, effective at 
11:59 o’clock last night, only es- 
sential services such as hospitals, 
transit and communication serv- 
ices and restaurants considered 
necessary to maintain health and 
general welfare were in operation. 

Meanwhile, tugboat operators 
were met again today on a pro- 
posal to arbitrate the dispute. The 
operators failed to reach a de- 
cision last night on whether to 
submit the dispute to arbitration. 

Representatives of the 3500 
striking tugboat workers agreed 
yesterday to arbitration, 

At Washington, White House 
Press Secretary Chartes G, Ross 
said President Truman had no fur- 
ther plans for federal action in 
the strike. The Government Seized 
the tugboat industry last week 
and placed its operation under the 
Office of Defense Transportation. 

ODT Plea to Workers. 

The ODT today called on tug- 
boat workers to return to work 
“individually” for the Government. 

Lawrence CC. Turner, federal 
manager of the towing and trans- 
portation companies in the New 
York harbor area, sent telegrams 
to the strikers, saying: 

“The terms and conditions of 
employment, including your seni- 
ority rights, which were in effect 
at the time the possession of the 
properties was taken, will be con- 
tinued in effect during govern- 
mental operation. 

“Status of the dispute between 
the union and the companies will 
not be affected by your working 
for the Government, and negotia- 
tions for final settlement will con- 
tinue.” 

Shortly after Turner announced 
the telegram, Capt. William  V.

TREETCARS TIED 
UP. HOMES ASKED 
TO SAVE CURRENT 


Economical Use May Sup- 
ply Other Consumers— 
Schools Closed, Busi- 
nesses Crippled. 


PITTSBURGH, Pa., Feb. 12 
(AP)—A‘strike of power company 
employes started in this industrial 
center today, but electrical current 
was still flowing several hours 
later to thousands of homes and 
buildings in the strike area in 
which 1,500,000 persons live. 

Street railway service was halted 
for the duration of the strike 
shortly before the strike began, 
but a spokesman for the struck 
Duquesne Light Co. said it was 
still supplying current on an emer- 
gency basis. 

He expressed belief that, despite 
the strike, the company could con- 
tinue to provide service to institu- 
tions and homes but only if 
householders limited their use of 
electricity to vital needs. 

A system of “tie-ins” with other 
power companies permitted cur- 
rent to be diverted into the main 
supply lines surrounding Pitts- 
burgh. Two power stations in 
the Duquesne company’s system, 
also were in operation. 

Current available was less than 
50 per cent of normal, however. 

Steel mills and _ § fabricating 
plants in the great industrial area 
around Pittsburgh, which ordi- 
narily use great quantities of elec- 
tricity, were already closed by the 
general steel strike. The spokes- 
man said all other industrial users 
were “co-operating 100 per cent” 
in conserving the available supply 
so householders and _ hospitals 
might have the entire supply of 
current available. 

City officials had feared the 
power shutdown would quickly af-

DETROIT, Feb. 12 (AP)—Gen- 
eral Motors Corp. offered the strik- 
ing CIO United Auto Workers an 
18% cents an hour wage increase 
late today. It was rejected by 
UAW Vice President Walter P. 
Reuther. 

Reuther and other union nego- 
tiators walked out of the negotiat- 
ing session. Reuther told the cor- 
poration officials, “‘We will not be 
back until you are ready to offer 
19% cents.” 

General.Motors’ highest previous 
offer*was 13% cents. 

The union has steadfastly de- 
manded 19% cents, the figure rec- 
ommended by President Trumé@n’s 
fact-finding» board. 

The union delegation immedi- 
ately moved on to its offices di- 
rectly across the street from Gen- 
eral Motors and announced a 
statement was being prepared. 

General Motors proposed that its 
1844-cent increase be effective the 
day the strike is terminated and 
run for a period of e year from 
that date. 

The corporation suggested that 
an “interim agreement” be set up 
in the place of the contract which 
it had terminated and that this 
agreement be enforced until “com- 
pletion of negotiations of all other 
issues in dispute.” Among these

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Silence Almost of a Deserted C 
Settles Over Bewildered New York 


ity 


NEW YORK, Feb. 12 (AP)—The 
world’s greatest metropolis was a 
silent stricken city today. War- 
time restrictions never imposed 
such austerities as has Mayor 
William O'’Dwyer's _ fuel-saving 
proclamation closing all places ex- 
cept those most vitally concerned 
with public safety and health be- 
cause of the tugboat strike, 

The city’s 8,000,000 inhabitants— 
many forbidden to work—still 
were a little stunned and _ be- 
wildered. They were told to stay 
off subways They could not see 
a movie, go to other amusement 
centers, or drink a glass of beer 
in a bar. 

The trembling of subways, the 
roar of the El, the hoot, squeal 
and clatter of traffic were re- 
duced. 

Only a few trucks rumbled along 
in the industrial, wholesale and 


retail centers. 


Towering skyscrapers were

empty and silent save for the oc- 
casional footsteps of maintenance 
men. Schools were closed, 

Police stood at subway entrances 
and at stategic points on thorough- 
fares, telling all comers. 

“All stores and offices 
city closed today” 

In many places, however, riders 
proceeded to their office buildings 
and, finding them closed, stood in 
groups on the sidewalks. 

Many persons were unaware of 
the order until they saw a news: 
paper while rushing for subways. 

Some shopkeepers unaware of 
the mayor’s drastic step, opened 
for business as usual. Police or- 
dered such places closed.

In addition, the contractors 
were informed that a man from 
the St. Louis union must be placed 
in charge of out-of-town jobs at 
$2.25 an hour, the same rate as 
general foremen on local jobs, and 
they must pay him $5 a day for 
expenses and the same wages for 
traveling as if he were working. 

The contractors were instructed 
also to make weekly reports to 
the union on their current jobs, 
names of union members em- 
ployed, hours worked and wages 
received. And to see that the new 
rules are enforced, the union dis- 
closed that it has two new busi- 
ness agents. 


‘Invitation’ by Ex-Convict. 


Letters to the contractors “in- 
viting” them to the meeting at the 
union hall, 3309 Olive street, were 
signed by Lawrence Callanan, 
business agent of the union and a 
former convict. The letters stated 
all contractors hiring members of 
the union were requested to attend 
and that matters of considerable 
importance were to be discussed. 

However, there was little dis- 
cussion at the 2-hour meeting, 
which 40 contractors, representing 
virtually 100 per cent of the in- 
dustry here, attended. Daniel Long 
president of the union, presided 
and read the union’s new by-laws, 
which were explained and inter- 
preted by Callanain. John F. 
Burke, secretary, and Jacob W. 
Harbaugh, business agent, were 
present, 

One contractor, i¢ was learned, 
attempted to protest against the 
$5 per diem expense, pointing out 
that 
considerable work, the weekly ex- 
penses of his St, Louis pipefitter 
amount to only $15, which the 
contractor pays. 

He was told to “sit down and 
shut up,” that this was a new 
rule and he could take it or 
leave it. 

Another contractor’ protested 
that the 12%-cent wage increase, 
which the union said would be ef- 
fective May 1, would be subject 
to approval of the Government’s 
Wage Adjustment Board and that 
employers who paid it without 
such approval would be liable to 
heavy penalties. 

He was informed the union was 
demanding the wage increase un- 
der the Little Steel formula as 
the members still had 15 per cent 
coming under the formula. How- 
ever, Callanan finally agreed to 
consult federal authorities on the 
question when the contractor 
pressed his compaint that all con- 
tractors would be “sticking their 
necks out.” 

The entire meeting was con- 
ducted on a “take it or leave it” 
basis, it was learned, the “leave 
it” phase being well understood 
by the contractors—that if they 
did not adhere to the new rules 
and regulations they would not get

MULLINGAR, County West- 
meath, Eire, Feb. 12 (AP)—John 
Cardinal Glennon, Archbishop of 
St. Louis, was greeted today by a

His visit highlight- 
ed his stay of a day and a half in 
Ireland, on his way to Rome to 
receive the red hat from Pope 
Pius XII next week. 

He arrived after a three-hour 
automobile ride from Shanron 
Airport, where the plane bearing 
him, Francis Cardinal Spellman 
of New York, and Thomas Cardi- 
nal Tien of China, landed this 
morning after crossing the Atlan- 
tic last night. 

Villages of the Irish country- 
side through which the St, Louis 
prelate passed, were decorated, 
and villagers stood in the rain to 
cheer the convoy. At Christ the 
King Cathedral, he was met by 
the Most Rev. D. D’Alton, Bishop 
of Meath, and by Fé¢shops James 
McNamee of Ardagh and Patrick 
Lyons of Kilmore. 

A band in bright blue uniforms 
Was drawn up in front of the 
Bishop’s house as the Cardinal, the 
welcoming Bishops and the clergy 
filed from the Cathedralyto the 
Bishop's residence for lun¢heon. 

Trumpets sounded as the new 
Cardinal stepped from his car, arid 
police and defense service guards 
held back the crowd which pressed 
toward him, At St. Mary’s Col- 
lege, which he attended as a 
youth, pupils cheered him. 

Talks With Old Inhabitants. 

After the luncheon, the visitor 
was taken to the nearby hamlet of 
Kinnegad, where he was born 
June 14, 1862. There he talked 
with old inhabitants, and viewed 
the scenes of his boyhood.

| RECORD SET IN ’45; 
165,000,000 GALLONS 


Per Capita Consumption 1.38 
Gallons, Treasury Tells 
House Committee. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 12 (AP)— 
‘Liquor consumption in the United 
States in 1945 was the greatest in 
history—around 165,000,000 gal- 
lons, Treasury figures showed to- 
day. 

On a per capita basis, consump- 
tion hit the highest mark since 
prohibition was repealed 13 years 
ago. The 1945 figure was 1.38 gal- 
lons per person, against 1.66 gal- 
lons in 1917, when the population 
was less, hence the total consump- 
tion Was smaller. 

Last year’s sharp upturn fol- 
lowed two years of decline. Per 
capita consumption fell from 1.15 
gallons in 1942 to 1.13 in 1943, and 
to 0.98 in 1944, 

The figures, representing only 
tax-paid liquor, were given to the 
House Appropriations Committee 
by Stewart Berkshire, head of the 
Treasury Department's alcohol tax

Long Session 
Economic Situation — 
Disagreement Reported 
Over Application of 
Steel Price Rise. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 12 (AP)— 
President Truman’s economic high 
command renewed efforts today to 
complete the final draft of a new 
Government wage-price policy for 
the reconversion period. 

Progress was reviewed by Tru- 
man in a lengthy conference with 
his closest White House advisers 
last night. Particular attention 
was paid to the economic situa- 
tion behind the strikes in steel, 
elecrical manufacturing and other 
industries. 

This latest in a series of con- 
ferences was marked by the pres- 
ence of Secretary of the Treasury 
Fred M. Vinson, who has handled 
knotty economic problems in his 
previous posts as Director «. War 
Mobilization and Reconversion and 
Director of Economic Stabiliza- 
tion. Others at the conference 
included Reconversion Director 
John W. Snyder, OPA Adminis- 
trator Chester W. Bowles, Secre- 
tary of Labor Leavis B. Schwellen- 
bach and Economic Stabilization 
Administrator John Caskie Collet. 

Bowles’s Theories Prevail. 

Together they worked into the 
early morning, striving to perfect 
the new Administration wage-price 
policy. Bowles’s theories were re- 
ported in the ascendancy in the 
discussion of price controls as a 
national] policy. 

The conference. continued at 
the White House today. There 
was no official) word as to when 
final decisions might be expected. 

The future of OPA came up far 
discussion yesterday at a meeting 
between congressional leaders and 
Truman. Senate Majority Leader 
Barkley (Dem.), Kentucky, told 
reporters the President had said 
he had the nation’s whole eco- 
nomic situation and all its impli- 
cations under review. Most of 
the discussion with the Congress- 
men involved continuance of the 
OPA and the British loan, Bark- 
ley said. 

Meanwhile it was disclosed by 
an informed official, who declined 
to permit use of his name, that 
among the proposals considered 
yesterday by the Government was 
that a 17% per cent increase in 
the national wage scale be permit- 
ted. — 

Coupled with this was the sug- 
gestion that price relief would be 
granted manufacturers and em- 
ployers to permit them profits 
averaging 1936-39 levels, after the 
17% per cent wage increase had 
been included in their costs. 

The over-all proposal, however, 
was but one of several formulas 
reported under discussion. 

Divided on Steel Price. 

A Government official said a 
disagreement over extent of a 
steel price increase was one factor 
delaying a Government announce- 
ment. 

He said OPA was insisting that 
the price increase, reported to be 
about $5 a ton, should apply only 
to carbon steel, which makes up 
the bulk of production. 

Snyder, on the other hand, was 
zaid to have based price negotia- 
tions with the industry on the 
total steel production. Carbon 
stee] output is estimated by OPA 
at about 45,000,000 tons of the 
total annual production of about 
60,000,000 tons. 

It was not clear whether the re- 
ported disagreement was holding 
up only a plan to settle the strike 
of 750,000 CIO United Stee] Work- 
ers on the basis of an 18'4-cent 
hourly wage increase, or holding 
up also a new over-all wage-price 
policy. 

More Firms Feel Pinch. 

Meanwhile, shortages of steel 
products forced two more employ- 
ers to lay off approximately 2375 
workers at Cleveland; Warner & 
Swasey Co. announced the com: 
pany had sent 2000 production 
employes home because of a 
shortage of motors and bearings. 

The New York Central System 
laid off 375 men of the working 
force of 800 in its Collinwood 
locomotive repair shops because 
of a shortage of boiler plate 
steel. 

More than 107,000 workers are 
idle in related industries and ad- 
ditional curtailments are in pros- 
pect as a result of the steel strike.

| WASHINGTON, Feb. 12 (AP)— 
The War Department today de- 
fended the judgment of military 
leaders in executing the Thirty- 
sixth (Texas) Division’s costly Ra- 
pido river crossing attack in Italy 
in January 1944, 

The Department’s defense was 
made in a lengthy report to the 
House Military Committee. The 
committee had requested a report 
after veterans of the division at a 
convention in Texas recently de- 
manded a congressional investiga- 
tion of the attack, which resuited 
in 2128 American casualties. 

The War Department's report 
said the over-all offensive cam- 
paign against Nazi forces in that 
part of Italy was planned at a 
Christmas day conference in 1943 
in Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower's 
headquarters, with the then Brit- 
ish Prime Minister Winston 
Churchill participating. 

Responsibility for the Rapido at- 
tack itself, however, was described 
as belonging to lower ranking of- 
ficers, including Gen. Mark W. 
Clark, who was the target of crit- 
ics of the operation. 

“Planning for the operations 
along the Rapido river, which con- 
cerned subordinate echelons of 
command, was undertaken later 
by the commanders concerned and 
not by the Allied commander in 
chief,” the report said. 

Patterson Upholds Clark. 

Secretary of War Robert Pat- 
terson, in a letter accompanying 
the report, said the 155 killed, 1052 
wounded, and 921 missing were 
not sacrificed in vain, because they 
drew pressure away from the 
American forces landing on the

CALCUTTA, Feb. 12 (AP)—Cal- 
cutta was placed martial 
law tonight and British troops 
and light tanks moved into the 
streets to quell rioting Indians. 

Unofficial sources counted at 
least 11 dead and 160 wounded in 
two days of strife between pistol- 
shooting police und surging mobs. 

Eighteen American soldiers and 
Officers were injured in incidents. 
American troops were ordered 
confined to barracks and Red 
Cross clubs, 

In a broadcast announcing mar- 
tial law, Gov. R. G. Casey prom- 
ised that both the Army and 
police ‘will use the greatest pos- 
sible restraint provided they are 
not interfered with. 

The rioting was touched off 
when both Hindus and Moslems 
demonstrated against the convic- 
tion of Capt. Rashio Ali, a Moslem 
officer, as a leader In the Japa- 
nese-sponsored “Indian National 
Army.” 

Allahabad, 560 miles to the 
northwest, was paralyzed by a 
general strike.

A three-man conciliation com-

He was then a rising in- 
fluence at the White House, the 
boon companion of President 
Roosevelt in the latter’s lighter 
moments, Since Truman became 
President, however, Allen’s stature 
has risen. He is not only the 
court jester, he has become an 
intimate White House adviser on 
serious affairs of state. 


Other Connections. 


The list of Allen’s corporate con- 
nections makes interesting read- 
ing. Starting with 1938 there is 


his association with the Home In-| 


surance Co., and 11 associated fire 
insurance and indemnity compan- 
ies known collectively as ‘the 
Home Fleet.” He serves as direc- 
tor of four of these, adding an 
additional $2000 a year in director 
fees to his $28,000 “regular” salary. 

In the Home Insurance Co., as 
with his other corporate connec- 
tions, Allen’s share holdings are 
fairly nominal. He told the Senate 
committee he has “100 or 200 
shares.” 

In 1943 Allen became a director 


of Aviation Corp. of America, a 
holding firm dominated by Victor 
Emanuel, New York promoter and 
financier who, Allen said, asked 
him to join his board of directors. 
Allen has 400 shares of Aviation 
Corp. and is paid $6000 a year as a 
director, regardless of how many 
meetings he attends or misses. 

Aviation Corp. owns or controls 
the American Propeller Corp. at 
Toledo, O.; Crosley Corp. at Cin- 
Ginnati; New Idea, Inc., a farm 
implement firm with factories in 
Illinois and Ohio; American Cen- 
tral Manufacturing Corp., which 
makes steel kitchen equipment 
and jeep bodies in Indiana; New 
York Shipbuilding Co., and the 
Consolidated Vultee Aircraft Corp. 

Operating units of Aviation 
Corp, itself are .he Lycoming Di- 
vision at Williamsport, Pa.; Spen- 
cer Heater Division, also at Wil- 
liamsport, and Republic Aircraft 
Products Division at Detroit. 

In addition, it owns 20 per cent 
of the stock of American Airlines, 
Inc., 6 per cent of Pan American

Allen gets another $6000 a year as 


to the number of meetings he at- 
tends or misses. He owns 100 
shares of that stock. He became 
a director of Consolidated a year 
after joining Aviation Corpora- 
tion, 

Republic Steel Director. 

Allen is a director also of the 
Republic Steel Corp., in which he 
owns 100 shares of stock. Joining 
its board last year, he attended 
only one meeting, for which he 
received a fee of $250. 

He was more faithful in his at- 
tendance at meetings of the Penn 
Mutual Life Insurance Co., of 
which he became a director in 
1943. Penn Mutual pays its di- 
rectors only $40 a meeting, but 
Allen derived $400 from _ that 
source last year. 

As a director 
Properties, Inc., 
held since 1938, Allen received 
$1100 last year. He owns only 10 
or 15 shares of its stock. Washing- 
ton Properties owns the Wardman 
Park and several other Washing- 
ton hotels. Allen was vice presi- 
dent of the corporation and 
manager of the Wardman Park 
before he became District Com- 
missioner in 1933. . 

Allen serves without compensa- 
tion as a director of the War 
Damage Corporation, an RFC 
subsidiary, and represents the 
Alien Property Custodian as a 
director of the General Aniline & 
Film Corp.; Hugo Stinnes Corp. 
of Baltimore, and Hugo Stinnes, 
|Inec., of New York. Last year he 
received $600 in director's fees 
from General Aniline, and $50 
from the Stinnes Corporations. 

That’s the list of his corporate 
connections as they stand today. 
All of them date from the expira- 
tion of his term as District Com- 
missioner, and before he was ap- 
pointed to that job his experience 
was chiefly in public relations 
work for hotels and civic organ- 
izations. 

His early experience offers 
nothing which would suggest that 
his services as officer or director 
would be of particular value .to 
big corporations, unless these cor- 
'porations hope to trade on his 
| political influence, but Aljen

Billions in Loans. 

As a director of RFC, Allen will 
have a voice in the determination 
of loans running into the billions, 
which are made to corporations 
under broad discretionary powers 
granted to its board of directors. 
Allen's detractors wonder whether 
there ought to be on the RFC 
board one who has been as “cor- 
poration minded” as they deem 
him t@ be. 

To all of this criticism Allen 
replies that he intends, if con- 
firmed as an RFC director, to file 
with the secretary of RFC a list 
of his corporate connections, and 
to refrain from participating in 
any RFC action affecting those 
interests This, he argues, has 
been the practice of other RFC 
directors. 

In recent years the practice has 
grown among big corporations to 
seek to obtain as _ directors, 
offi¢ers or lawyers, men influential 
politically in Washington. Among 
early examples were Tommy 
Corcoran and Donald R. Richberg, 
original New Dealers who now 
have lucrative practices represent- 
ing corporations. Somewhat along

“Artist” With Torch. 

Drewer was known to police and 
his associates as being “an artist” 
with an acetylene torch. Vaults 
usually were entered by burning 
away the metal with a torch of 
some type.

bery—was to rent a rendezvous 
near the proposed bank or post 
office. The robbers used the place 
while goin over the activities 
of th®establishment they planned 
to rob. After the robbery they 
vanished, leaving few clews as 
to who they were or where they 
went. 

James (Red) Cooper and Lon 
Fiorence, former convicts of St. 
Louis and members of a ring of 
wafe robbers, who are facing 11 
charges in St. Louis county grow- 
ing out of recent burglaries there, 
were arrested last night by Mis- 
sourl State Highway Patrolmen 
after an 18-mile chase following 
the $350 robbery of a safe in a 
hardware store at Bismarck, Mo. 

Cooper and Florence, who are 
being held at Farmington, were 
former associates of Drewer. Po- 
lice believe there was a rift in the 
friendly relations between mem- 
bers of the gang, which might 
have led to Drewer's death. 

The Post-Dispatch learned that 
Cooper and Florence had been ar- 
guing for some time with Drewer 
over the robberies in rural sec- 
tions. This has led to rumors 
among other safe robbers and for- 
mer convicts that Cooper and 
i lorence had been marked for 
death as soon after Drewer’s mur- 
der as possible. 

Thieves obtained $625 in a bur- 
giary of the post office at God- 
frey, Ill, early yesterday, after 
knocking the combination off a 
safe. They gained entrance by 
forcing a rear door. All the money 
stolen was Government funds, ex- 
eept $75 belonging to Postmistress 
Blanche Nelder. 

The wave of bark robberies has 
been so intense that last week the 
Milinois Bankers’ Association, meet- 
ing at Hotel Jefferson, decided on 
m campaign of “wakefulness” to 
be adopted at their convention 
here in May.

Tyson, an East Side steelworker, 
Was known as a close associate 
of Drewer. Police said they sus- 
pected Drewer of keeping Tyson 
away from the St. Louis area to 
prevent police from questioning 
him in a murder and several 
burglaries. 

Shortly before his death Drewer 
had branched out into what is 
known as “big time.” He was, 
feared by his own associates, how- 
ever, and one of them, who was 
being held by St. Louis police for 
investigation, refused to come out 
of jail on bond when Drewer of- 
fered to post it for him. 

Shortly after Walter W. Donley, 
Peoria (Ill.) attorney, disappeared 
June 1, 1943, Drewer’s ruthless 
tactics became the talk of gang- 
sters and those on the fringe of 
the undeffworld. Donley’s disap- 
pearance came several hours after 
he had been served a summons to 
appear as a witness against Drew- 
er, who was charged with trans- 
porting $15,000 in stolen money 
from St. Louis to Peoria, 

The Government charged that 
the money was a part of $65,000 
obtained in the burglary Jan. 30, 
1942, of the Cummings Manufac- 
turing Co. of St. Louis. Drewer 
retained Donley as an attorney. 
In this capacity, Donley was re- 
ported to have purchased cashier's 
ehecks at the First National Bank 
of Peoria with the $15,000.

*‘Here’s part of the plot against 
YOU: Both GE and Westing- 
house for months have with- 
held radios, refrigerators, wash- 
ing machines, electric irons 
and other needed electrical ap- 
pliances from the market.’’ 


TRUE 


This charge, too, is completely 
false. Getting our products on the 
market as quickly as possible is a 
matter of business life-or-death to 
Westinghouse, as it 1s to each of 
our competitors. 

By December 31, our Appliance 
Division shipped 92% of its com- 
plete production of refrigerators, 
electric irons and all other home 
appliances made in 1945. To get 
our refrigerators to customers as 
quickly as possible, thousands were 
shipped with only one ice tray and 
thousands of returned cards from 
home owners prove that these re- 
frigerators are already in use.

Production per worker in our Ap- 
pliance Division is more than one- 
third less than pre-war. Supplies 
of materials and parts are some- 
times faulty, often inadequate. 
Many of our suppliers had to re- 
convert, too. 

Westinghouse management 
hasn’t been on strike, either. 
To reconvert and expand our ap- 
pliance plants alone we are spend- 
ing $13,000,000.

“While keeping their products 
from the market, GE and West- 
inghouse are seeking to secure 
higher prices at YOUR expense.”’

There are no price increases on 
some appliances, only small ad- 
vances on the others—about 1%, 
for example, on the one refrigerator 
model we have been able to pro- 
duce.

Sent to the House floor for de- 
bate starting tomorrow, it finances 
operations of the Treasury and 
Post Office Departments for the 
fiscal year starting next July 1. 

The committee sent to the House 
also a $3,523,000 deficiency | ap- 
propriation bill including funds for 
1585 new OPA enforcement of- 
ficers to combat black market op- 
erations in meat, building material 
and construction.

meat black market “already 
acute” and likely to “grow much 
worse,” and 750 are required to 
combat “a rapidly growing black 
market in building materials and 
construction,” 

The bill provides $1,854,000 in 
funds for new OPA work in the 
remaining four and _ one-half 
months of the current fiscal year. 
It includes $1,500,000 for the Civil- 
ian Production Administration and 
$159,000 for the Office of Defense 
Transportation. 

Below Budget Estimates, 

_ The actual cash provided in the 
|Treasury-Post Office bill is $29,- 
‘660,250 below budget estimates and 
represents only about 10 per cent 
of the total funds handled by the 
two agencies. 

Permanent and indefinite an- 
nual appropriations, including $1,- 
570,000,000 for tax refunds and 
five billion dollars for interest on 
the. national debt, run the actual 
total to over 11 billion dollars, 
While Congress does not appropri- 
ate for these purposes each year, 
the Appropriations Committee re- 
views and reports on the expendi- 
tures annually. 

Of the actual new cash, $1,279,- 
061,440 was earmarked for the 
Post Office Department and $325,- 
495,500 for the Treasury. 

Part for Crack-Down Fund. 

Part of the Post Office Depart- 
iment money was allotted for sal- 
aries and expenses of inspectors 
fafter the committee, in hearings, 
heard reports of a large increase 
in use of the mails to defraud. In- 
tended victims of many of the 
schemes, the committee was told, 
are war veterans.

Fred 
i'M. Vinson told the committee 
lthere is “growing evidence of 
widespread tax evasion” and asked 

for funds to recruit 5000 additional 
iworkers, largely war veterans, to 
ihandle the situation.

(Measure Introduced in 
| Missouri House Is Part 
of New Levy on In- 


tangibles.

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 12— 
Legislation imposing a 7 per cent 
tax on the net income of state 
'banks and trust companies and 
‘national. banks in Missouri was 
‘introduced in the House yesterday 
tafternoon by the House Taxation 
| Revision Committee. This tax will 
be in lieu of all other taxes except 
[taxes on real estate. 

The bill, designed to carry out 
the mandate of the new constitu- 
tion on taxation of intangible 
property, was drafted by repre- 
sentatives of the Missouri Bank- 


™ ers’ Association and agreed on by 


'the House committee. 

| Provision is made for collection 
of the tax in 1946 after the bill 
becomes a law, on the basis of net 
‘income during the corresponding 
period of 1945. Constitutionality 
of this provision was questioned 
by some members of the taxation 
' committee, but it was included 
after the bankers’ association 
agreed to its incorporation, 

First Returns by Sept. 1. 

That the bill probably will be- 

icome a law before September was 
evidenced by a provision for filing 
the first returns by Sept. 1. After 
1943 the returns would be filed 
June 1 on net income real 
during the previous year. 

Net income was defined as gross 
income minus expenses for sar 
aries, rents, repairs, advertising 

land other reasonable expenditures 

in doing business. Other deduc- 
tions included taxes paid the state 
and federal governments and un- 
employment compensation con- 
| tributions. 

The tax will be collected by the 
state and returned to the counties 
where the banks are. The director 
of revenue will retain 2 per cent 
to meet collection costs. 

Boost in Exemptions. 
| The Senate Waye and Means 
'Committee last night gave its 
approval to the House income tax 
bill increasing exemptions for in- 
dividuals. A saving of more than 
$1,000,000 to taxpayers is expected 
| to’ result. 
| Under the present law the ex- 
emption for a single person is 
1 $1000 and for a head of a family 
| $2000, with $200 exemption for 
leach dependent. These are in- 
creased in the bill to $1200 for a 
single person, to $2400 for the 
head of a family, and $400 for 
each dependent. 
| The principal purpose of the bill 
'{s to transfer the supervision of 
‘the collection of the income 
i from the State Auditor to the new 
istate Director of Revenue, and 
‘its assessment and collection from 
county assessors and collectors to 
the Director of Revenue. 


Merit System Approved. 
The House bill creating a merit 
isystem for appointment and pro- 
motion of employes of state penal 
and eleemosynary institutions was 
recommended for passage last 
inight by the Senate Governmental 
Reorganization Committee by a 
‘vote of seven to one, 

Senate consideration is the only 
remaining legislative action before 
the bill is sent to the Governor. 
Likelihood that a fight will be 
made in the Senate against the 
merit system was indicated at the 
committee meeting last night when 
Senator H. R. Williams, Repub- 
lican floor leader, said that he was 
“unalterably opposed to the Dill.” 
Competitive examinations would 
govern hiring of employes with a 
preference rating being given to 
war veterans. In providing for the 
examinations, the bill prohibits 
racial, political or religious dis- 
‘crimination. 

| Active political participation is 
prohibited in a provision barring 
employes from belonging to a par- 
| tisan political club or being mem- 
bers of national, state or local po- 
| litical committees or from taking 
part in politics “except to exercise 
the right as a citizen privately to 
express an opinion or cast a vote.”

Now is the time to speak up or shut 
up, Altogether too many people indulge 
in a stupid game called “Blame the Poli- 
ticians.” Whenever something happens 
in Washington which they don’t like, 
they remark jeeringly to one another, 
“Oh, hell, what can you expect? They 
are politicians. No use getting excited. 
Nothing we can do about it, anyway.” 

This attitude does not solve a thing. 
These wise guys and cynics are yellow; 
mentally, they are quitters. Sometimes 
they don’t understand what the issues 
are all about, so they try, behind the 
cover of smart-alecky remarks, to con- 
vey an all-knowing wisdom, More often, 
they have given up hope that anything 
can or will be done about the difficul- 
ties. Are you wondering whether this 
applies to you? So am I. 

Congress is our responsibility. If there 
is anything wrong with it, the fault is 
yours and mine. We elected it. We gave 
its members the legal authority to rep- 
resent us. The men we chose were not 
gods before they assumed office, nor did 
they become gods upon entering Con- 
gress, They are people, human beings 
with the same qualities of strength and 
weakness which you and I possess. In 
the final analysis, what they do or fail 
to do depends upon us. 

If America again sinks into a deep 
depression, the fault will be ours. We 
have failed to demand of Congress that 
it enact a program (of its own or the 
President's) to prevent a general eco- 
nomic upheaval and avoid the human 
misery which follows. 

Harry Truman does not have the 
charm of Franklin Roosevelt. Who does? 
Did Hoover or Coolidge? What differ- 
ence does it make? It is not how in- 
teresting an address Truman delivers. 
It is what he says. And Truman has 
said plenty, more than once. Actually, 
the Truman economic program is more 
progressive than was Roofgevelt’s. But 
Congress will take action on it only if 
prodded vigorously and tirelessly by us. 

Government in a democracy is only a 
reflection of the people who choose it. 
If they can’t be bothered to select care- 
fully, if they don’t feel like telling it 
what they want, the people have no one 
—either Congress or the President—to 
blame.

EXPERIENTIA, 
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A Barrier to Building 


Without waiting for the large legal powers it 
will take to build 2,700,000 houses in two years, 
Wilson Wyatt is making a good start with the 
limited ones he already has. 

He is working on a modified allocation order 
to channel most of the scarce materials, and 
along with it the about equally scarce labor, 
into houses for sale at or below $6000, and to 
rent for less than $50. Provided that the other 
necessary things are done to make it possible 
to build a decent house below $6000, here is as- 
surance that building will not concentrate at 
the present $10,000 limit, which is more than 
most families can afford to pay. 

Equally good in effect, the Government will 
curtail the flow of materials into commercial 
and industrial building. As even casual inspec- 
tion in St. Louis shows, such non-essential build- 
ing has already pre-empted most of the supply. 
If the forthcoming order is tough enough, 
divert most building resources into housing. 

However, the Government can make only fee- 
ble inroads on the emergency until Congress 
passes the necessary legislation. 
ominous, therefore, that the House Banking Com- 
mittee has already rejected price ceilings on 
old houses and that Representative Wolcott, rank- 
ing Republican member, proposes to delay re- 
consideration until the OPA extension comes 
up for consideration. Such ceilings are essen- 
tial to Wyatt’s plan. Here’s why: 

A continued price rise in old housing could 
only promote a still higher demand for new. In 
consequence, new-house labor, materials dealers, 
contractors and everyone else in the process 
would press for increased compensation. If old 
$6000 houses go up to $10,000, there is no hope 
of holding new ones-of equal quality to $6000. 

It is also clear, moreover, that the continued 
inflation of prices on old houses progressively 
dispossesses people of small means. So it would 
strain the new-house program still harder to take 
care of their growing numbers. 

Neither, in principle, is there any justice in 
letting shelter, the most important item in most 
budgets, become still dearer while the prices 
of nearly everything else are put under ceilings. 
Finally, to let the question wait until OPA re- 
newal comes up would let an already vicious sit- 
uation become degrees worse. 

The committee originally balked on another 
vital part of the program, subsidy payments to 
producers in the industry, but Wyatt last night 
persuaded leaders of both parties to accept the 
provision. Here’s why that is essential: 

Here and there in the complicated process of 
providing the completed house, producers must 
have greater compensation before they can af- 
ford to produce. The materials lobby, therefore, 
wants general price increases. But that would 
add to the cost of the finished house. 

It would add, in fact, more than the increased 
receipts of producers, for the price increase 
would go through a series of percentage profit 
withdrawals by producers, distributors and build- 
ers. It would exert a strong upward push on 
the price of every new house—and thus impair 
the building program itself, since there are limits 
to what most people, and particularly veterans 
with meager wartime Savings, can pay. 

In contrast, subsidies would be paid only where 
actually needed and to the extent needed. Un- 
like price increases, they add nothing to the 
price of the finished house and very little to the 
cost of producing it. 

There is every reason why the Banking Com- 
mittee’s shortsighted favoritism to selfish in- 
terest on the ceiling provision should be cor- 
rected, and why it should be held firm in its ac- 
ceptance of subsidies. Congress should get on 
promptly with all the legislative essentials of 
Wyatt's challenging program.

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Dividing the Productivity Pie 

I suspect labor relations will continue to 
be a mess—at least until the economists go 
to work and pound out some principles to 
guide the distribution of the product of in- 
dustry.—Dezrter M. Keezer, economist. 

It ought to be established what part of 
the product of industry should justly go to 
labor, what part to the wages of capital, and 
how increased productivity should be dis- 
tributed and rewarded.—Dorothy Thompson. 


With Mr. Keezer’s added specification that 
consumers should also draw a share, both state- 
ments reach the heart of today’s labor dis- 
turbances. The battle is over dividing the pro- 
ductivity pie.

The moral sanction of custom which 
sustained them is dead. In its place is unremit- 
ting pursuit of advantage by organized manage- 
ment and labor. 

Mr. Keezer seems to want “scientific” distri- 
bution, in which investor, worker, buyer would 
draw shares in precisely the proportion to main- 
tain the highest output and hence the biggest 
eventual pie for all. But, as objectors in his 
audience said, even a hypothetically perfect di- 
vision would require a dictator’s enforcement.

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Definition of War Crimes 

One theme persists in the defense of war 
criminals, whether Nazi or Japanese. It is that 
the war crimes trials are an attempt to manu- 
facture law, and to convict men of crimes de- 
fined after they were committed. Humanity will 
not accept this view. 

Now that the Supreme Court has rejected Gen. 
Homma’s appeal from the death sentence, Jus- 
tices Rutledge and Murphy have produced the 
same type of dissent which they wrote in the 
case of Gen, Yamashita. They have spoken of 
charging the men with “an unrecognized crime.” 

Justice Rutledge said in the Yamashita case, 
“It is not in our tradition for anyone to be 
charged with a crime which is defined after his 
conduct, alleged to be criminal, has taken place.” 
This assumes that the Japanese Generals were 
convicted on the basis of ex post facto laws, 
which would be unconstitutional. 

A brilliant refutation of this idea was made 
by Justice Jackson, in opening the Nuernberg 
trials. He pointed out that while the Nazi crim- 
inals might claim a defense against ex post facto 
laws, actually they had never recognized law of 
any sort. And he asked, “Does it surprise these 
men that murder is treated as a crime?” 

That is the point. Perhaps some war crimes 
have not been codified under international law. 
But there is no doubt that such crimes have 
been defined. They have been defined by human- 
ity for thousands of years. The people of the 
world will recognize that murder is a crime, that 
the mass murder of war is a greater crime, and 
that planning, condoning or permitting such mur- 
der is a crime. 

Justice Jackson’s address, the subsequent pro- 
ceedings at Nuernberg, and now the two Su- 
preme Court decisions are helping to build up 
a body of international law against war. Law 
cannot be defined until a crime is recognized. 
Since the crimes of the past war are recognized 
by people everywhere, it is time for definition.

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Mr. Pauley, Political Issue 

Among the many far-from-creditable develop- 
ments in the Senate hearings on Edwin W. 
Pauley’s appointment as Under Secretary of the 
Navy, not the least is the tendency for an issue 
of high moral principle to disintegrate into party 
politics on the Democratic ‘side. 

Three of the seven Republican members on 
the Senate Naval Affairs Committee would or 
might have voted for Mr. Pauley before the 
hearings started, but there is now a solid Re- 
publican vote against him on the merits. Of the 
11 Democratic members on the committee, how- 
ever, all but two or perhaps three are ready to 
vote Democratie no matter how tightly they have 
to hold their noses in order to do so. In the 
Senate at large, the picture is pretty much the 
same, with the Republicans lined up almost 
solidly against the Pauley appointment and a 
number of Democrats ready to vote party rather 
than issue. 

Under these circumstances, {t fs rather ridicul- 
ous to see Democratic members of Congress 
backing and filling to try to minimize the ill 
effect of the Pauley debacle on the party’s 
chances at the polls. Whatever they do short of 
their duty, the effect will be damaging. It jis 
worse than wrong to allow the impression to get 
out that one party is the exclusive guardian of 
virtue in the publie service. It is downright 
impolitic.

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Strikes Against the Public 

Just when hopes were rising for settlement of 
the great strikes that have shut down some of 
the country’s major industrial plants, a new se- 
ries of walkouts has begun that ties up the daily 
functioning of American cities. 

The protracted tugboat strike in New York 
has brought more hardship on the city than any 
wartime restrictions produced. Mayor O’Dwyer'’s 
order closing down all business enterprises, ex- 
cept those essential to public health and safety, 
shows how hard the world’s largest city has been 


hit by the fuel shortage caused by one union’s- 


walkout. 

In Pittsburgh, a strike of.light company work- 
ers this morning has brought an electric power 
shutdown that has paralyzed the community. And 
in Philadelphia, a strike of transit employes has 
caused hopeless traffic jams over the city, and 
impaired all community functioning. 

These strikes are aimed at specific employers 
against whom the unions may have legitimate 
grievances, but the real victim in each case is 
the public. The results are not only incon- 
venience, but actual hardship and, in many in- 
stances, real danger to human lives. 

Here is a type of strike that should be out- 
lawed by the unions themselves, out of regard 
for community safety, and also for the future 
of the unions. No better ammunition for the 
advocates of drastic restrictions on labor can be 
found than the hardships being undergone today 
in New York, Pittsburgh and Philadelphia. 

If labor itself won’t or can’t end such strikes 
against the public, Congress is certainly going to 
prescribe some bitter medicine for that purpose. 
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President Wilson of General Motors says that 
when the union made its wage demands, his com- 
pany was in “a bad position to move intelligently 
fn any direction.” Probably just as well, then, 
that it hasn’t felt obliged to.

The President’s Favorite Clown 


The plot of this entertaining bit was the 
romical tribulations of a fat man in search 
of a nomination to the board of directors 
of the Reconstruction Finance Corp. It 
was excruciatingly funny, made doubly 
so by the utter ridiculousness of the fact 
that Allen was dressed in the costume of 
President Truman’s favorite clown. And 
the Senate straightmen who were exam- 
ining him for his qualifications for a job 
of importance with the world’s largest 
lending organization and one of the na- 
tion’s vital economic agencies asked him 
the funniest questions. 


Allen, of course, is not unknown to the 
stage. He has been the President’s prize 
clown for some time. In the past, all kings 
had their court jesters, but in this instance 
only a few old sourpusses in the audience 
saw anything incongruous in the jester be- 
ing projected into a key place in the na- 
tional administration. For the most part, 
it was just. geod, clean fun. 


Allen described himself as a poor but 
honest boy who had nothing in the world 
except a score of directorates in insurance 
and industrial corporations. He just didn’t 
know where his next $50,000 was coming 
from, 


Allen Relates His Record 


Of course, he said, none of these would 
in any way affect the administration of his 
RFC job. (Allen is wonderful in straight- 
face.) In fact, he told a howling audience, 
he would even give up some of his present 
connections, although he admitted dolefully 
that he’d hate to cut loose from all of 
them. 


“What if the Democrats should lose in 
1948?” he asked. “I'd be in terrible shape.” 


3ut as the shy country boy—the Morti- 
mer Snerd type—is where George Allen 
really shines, He put his audience in 
stitches as he recounted how fame and for- 
tune had just come his way and how he 
simply couldn’t understand it. 


He was city attorney of Akolona, Miss., 
for a while, “but not a very good one.”

Was press agent for one hotel and desk 
clerk for another. He “wasn’t exactly fired” 
from these jobs, but his bosses “didn't show 
much enthusiasm” for him. 


He was killing, too, when he told about 
coming to the White House. At first he 
didn’t have a desk there. He just “stood 
up.” Then fortune smiled and he moved 
into the State Department, before being in- 
stalled as a permanent White House fix- 
ture, 


At last the great Allen act was finished. 
All the Senators agreed that he had given 
them a good show. One story after another. 
Great! 


A Job Involving Billions

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CLOTHING FOR VETERANS

Returning veterans anxious to discard 
their blues and browns for civilian garb 
have been finding the shelves bare of the 
items they need. As a result of the past 
diversion of worsted materials to the mak- 
ing of uniforms, the supply of civilian suits 
has proved to be totally inadequate. 


Many stores report that except for odd 
sizes their inventories have been depleted. 
Although priority help is being given to 
clothing manufacturers to obtain an ade- 
quate supply of these items, it is estimated 
that it will still fall far short of the de- 
mand, particularly in the months immedi- 
ately ahead. 


CPA Administrator John D. Small has

A Lite of Mathew Brady, 
Photographer of Lincoln 


“Mr. Lincoln's Camera Man: 
Roy Meredith, 
York.) 

The name of Mathew B. Brady may not 
be familiar today, but there are few Amer- 
icans, 50 years after his death, who have 
not seen and appreciated his work. One 
specimen of it is the Lincoln portrait on 
the $5 bill. Other Brady photographs are 
among the most familiar memorabilia of 
Lincoln—the gaunt, smooth-shaven prairie 
orator from Illinois, on his first visit to 
New York to deliver the Cooper Union 
speech; the bearded President, grave and 
contemplative; the black-clad figure in 
stovepipe hat, towering above his Generals: 
the relaxed pose with his son Tad, over a 
book; the gentle, weary face, seen in a pro- 
file view reminiscent of Greek sculpture. 

Brady was the most skilled photographer 
of his time. All the notables of the day 
were among his subjects—Jackson, Web- 
ster, Clay, Poe, Calhoun, Audubon, Polk, 
Barnum, Jenny Lind, Taney, Grant, Lee, 
Farragut, Brigham Young and many more. 
Their portraits, excellently reproduced, are 
the high point of this book, Despite the 
crude equipment of the day, Brady’s talent 
was such that his portrait studies would be 
a credit to the modern photographer with 
his high-powered lenses, instantaneous film 
and floodlights.

When the Civil War began, Brady gave 
up his career as a popular photographer to 
follow. the armies and record the story of 
the conflict. For four years, enduring many 
hardships and often under fire, he and his 
assistants photographed the war, and dozens 
of their pictures are here produced, many 
for the first time. Considering that no ac- 
tion photographs could be made (exposures 
were three and four minutes), that the 
eumbersome wet-plate method had to be 
used, and developing was done on the field 
in traveling horse-drawn darkrooms, the 
pictures are remarkable for both clarity 
and historic subject matter. 

Brady's profitable business was ruined by 
his war venture. Sales of the war pictures 
were disappointing, and in his absence com- 
petitors made inraads on his portrait cli- 
entele. Ill health plagued him, Congress de- 
layed in approving the Government’s pur- 
chase of the plates and a belated $25,000 
payment did not even cover Brady’s debts, 
He sank into obscurity, and died as a bene- 
fit show of his work was being arranged. 

* * * 

As a collection of Brady photographs, this 
book is excellent. As a biography, it is de- 
plorable. Though much research has ob- 
viously been done by the author, a movie 
photographer, the writing is trite and ama- 
teurish. Errors in fact, and in spelling, 
punctuation and grammar abound. A mass 
of poorly organized facts and episodes is 
thrown at the reader, with far too much 
about military campaigns, and no inter- 
pretation whatever of Brady’s character. 

Lincoln once said, “Brady and the Cooper 
Union speech made me President.” His 
thousands of portraits and Civil War pic- 
tures are Brady’s enduring monument, but 
he does deserve a decent biography.

Food allocated to be set aside 
for Europe has simply not been 
forthcoming. The top officials in 
UNRRA have known this. But 
they have apparently been too 
timid to speak out. 


Where Responsibility Lies. 


The responsibility for setting 
aside food for relief rests on the 
Department of Agriculture. It 
blames the lack of transportation. 
Officials say that luxury goods 
are taking space badly needed for 
essential commodities. 


The department cannot pass 
along all the blame. The fact is 
that too many officials in the de- 
partment think in terms of the 
processors of food and their posi- 
tion rather than in terms of the 
producers and consumers. 


This is nothing new. It rests 
on old established bureaucratic- 
business relationships. When Hen- 
ry Wallace became Secretary of 
Agriculture in the days of the 
AAA, he tried, with only limited 
success, to blast out a new pat- 
tern. 

Perhaps in normal times this 
does not matter too much. But 
these are not normal times and 
the task of setting aside food for 
relief calls for extraordinary and 
courageous effort which must, 
when necessary, override the en- 
trenched interests of those who 
are bent on normalcy at any cost. 

Current commitments for wheat 
to UNRRA are falling far behind 
what was promised. Shipments for 
January and February are already 
190,000 tons under schedule. The 
schedule calls for 400,000 tons a 
month. 

The most shocking failure is in 
fats and oils, which are essential 
in minimum quantities for well- 
being. For the last half of 1945,

agents from making arrests for 
violation of the commission’s 
rules. 

Throughout the debate strong 
antipathy of some southern Mis- 
souri Senators to the commission 
was in evidence, an expression of 
the general feeling in the hill 
country against any interference 
with the individual in hunting and 
fishing @#vhen and as he pleases. 

Amendment Voted Down. 

The bill, as presented to the 
Senate, was drawn by a subcom- 
mittee of the Agriculture Commit- 
tee, making some concession to 
the powers of the commission, but 
attempting to throw about it re- 
strictions that would hamper its 
work of improving hunting and 
fishing conditions in the state. 

The practice common in Mis- 
souri and in most if not all states 
of establishing “road blocks” dur- 
ing the open hunting season, and 
the searching of automobiles to 
enforce observance of bag limits, 
was prohibited in the bill, and 
Senator Frank M. Frisby of Beth- 
any attempted to strike out the 
prohibition and to authorize such 
searches with warrants. 
| Although he told the Senate 
that enforcement was virtually 
impossible without such author- 
ity, and that it would be impos- 
sible to obtain warrants in ad- 
vance of search, the Senate voted 
down his amendment.

Had Allison been successful in 
obtaining adoption of his amend- 
ment, the law would have con- 
tained a provision under which 
there could be no effective en- 
forcement. It appeared to be an 
attempt to get around a ruling 
of the Missouri Supreme Court 
that the regulations of the com- 
mission had the effect of statute 
law. 

The amendment would not have 
prohibited the making of regula- 
tions, but would have prohibited 
the commission’s agents from 
making arrests for their violation. 
It was defeated by a vote of 
8 to 9. Except for the prohibition 
against search of hunters’ auto- 
mobiles, the proposed law con- 
tains no features seriously objec- 
tionable to the conservation com- 
mission and those interested in 
conservation of wild life. 

There is a question as to the 
validity of any legislative action 
on conservation, the Constitution 
prohibiting the Legislature from 
enacting any law inconsistent 
with the commission’s authority 
to “control, manage, restore, con- 
Serve and regulate” the wild life 
resources of the state. If a _legis- 
lative act is in aid of this rte 
ity, it is constitutional, if it. 
inconsistent with the authority it 
is unconstitutional. 

The law under consideration es- 
tablishes a specific penalty of not 
to éxceed three months in jail 
and a fine of not to exceed $500 
for violation of any regulation of 
the commission, thus making it 
unnecessary for the commission to 
rely on the general misdemeanor 


penalty section of the statutes. 


The Supreme Court has held this 
general penalty section to apply, 
but some circuit judges in the 
Semi have been ignoring the rul- 
ng.

“The men are very eager to hear you diagnose the advertising 
problems in the postwar period.” 
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IN THIS postwar period we shall find that individual per- 
sonality again will be at a premium. Competition between 
competing firms will be so keen, that the deciding factor in 
making the sale will often be the kindness, courtesy or tact of 
the individual salesman, When price and quality are equally 
matched between two brands of gasoline or life insurance, the 
salesman’s personality or the advertiser’s superior motivating 
skill in the use of words, will swing the decision, Advertising 
is largely a process of manipulating language, printed and oral. 
There are some recent laws of psychology in this field that 
need further discussion. 
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PEOPLE ARE NOT so much interested in the vanity of 
the manufacturer or retailer, as in how the latter’s merchan- 
dise will satisfy the consumer’s wants. That seems self-evi- 
dent, but many big business leaders still stumble over their 
own ego, and mirror themselves or their factories in their ads, 
or gloat over héw long they have been in business, 


This brings out the next essential point, namely, that a 
keen study of the potential users of your product will give you 
your best sales appeals. Conduct consumer surveys under ade- 
quate direction, and then put your findings back into print as 
advertising copy. 
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“SPECIFICITY” is a long, 98-cent word, but you should 
memorize it if you wish to influence people. It means that 
specific appeals generate action, whereas general terms do not 
resurrect past habits. 

“Green apple pie” is a specific stimulus to flow of saliva 
and development of hunger. “Dessert” is a general term, not 
so productive of action. 

- “Beneficiaries” is another generic term that doesn’t pro- 
duce results as fast as “Your wife Mary and son Jack,” for 
Mary has often aroused’ your emotions and evoked a kiss, but 
people aren't educated to the fact that they kiss a “beneficiary.”

Economical 
Menus for 
Tomorrow 
By Meta Given 


HAT one hour of cooking we 
T succes in today’s brown rice 
ipe is no slip-up in writing 
or printing the recipe. It takes at 
least three times as long to cook 
brown rice as the polished to 
make it tender enough to chew. 
And it requires more time to chew 
the brown rice than the white. 
And how grateful we ought to be 
for this quality! We are such 
careless creatures about mastica- 
tion. If we did a thorough job, we 
would reduce indigestion to a min- 
imum and we'd rarely overeat, 
When food is finely ground up 
with the teeth and is completely 
blended with the saliva, the stom- 
ach can finish its task with ease 
and part of this food that is given 
the proper preparation in the 
mouth and stomach is quickly as- 
similated and the result is that 
hunger is much more quickly sat- 
isfied than if food is bolted. 


A second desirable feature of 
brown rice is its rich supply of 
vitamin B-1 or thiamine. Com- 
bined with all the other ingredi- 
ents called for in this recipe, this 
rice dish is not only substantial 
from a nutritional angle but also 
is very pleasing to the palate. 
Browning the loose hamburger 
meat produces a much richer flav- 
ored meat sauce than if the meat 
were formed in balls. Now and 
then, however, it is a good plan 
when using this recipe, to make 
tiny meat balls and brown them 
before adding the vegetables for 
the sake of obtaining a variation 
in flavor and appearance. 


Brown Rice Creole. 


Wash three-fourths cup brown 
rice in cold water. Cook covered 
in six cups boiling water with one 
and one-half teaspoons salt for one 
hour, stirring occasionally with a 
fork. Meanwhile brown one-half 
pound hamburger in two table- 
spoons bacon drippings or other 
shortening, add one-fourth cup 
chopped green pepper, one-half 
cup onion, one-sixteenth teaspoon 
black pepper, two teaspoons sugar, 
and a No. 2 tin canned to- 
matoes (two and one-half cups). 
Simmer covered for twenty min- 
utes. Thicken with a paste made 
with one tablespoon flour and one- 
fourth cup water. When rice is 
tender, drain, and add to meat 
mixture or pile on platter and 
pour meat sauce over it. Four

HE time was April 15, 1861, 
Teany morning. The place was 

the bedside of the President of 
the United States, in an unpreten- 
tious little house opposite Ford’s 
Theater, Washington, D. C. 

The evening before, Good Fri- 
day, John Wilkes Booth, a de- 
mented actor, had stealthily made 
his way into the President’s box 
in Ford’s Theater, shot Abraham 
Lincoln and escaped. 

All night long physicians worked 
desperately to save Lincoln’s fast- 
ebbing life. When it was realized 
that the outlook was hopeless, the 
President’s family and intimates 
were called. And as they were 
gathered in silent prayer, Lincoln 
passed away. 

Among those present at his 
death was Edwin McMasters Stan- 
ton, Lincoln’s unemotional stern- 
visaged Secretary of War—unemo- 
tional and stern-visaged no longer, 
Overcome with grief and with 
tears which he did not attempt to 
restrain streaming from his eyes, 
he uttered a eulogy that has be- 
come classic:

LONDON 

OOMING above every other ac- 
[compiishment of the first ses- 

sion of the U.N.O, Assembly is 
the great accomplishment of hav- 
ing brought together 51 : nations, 
set up an organization and actu- 
ally seen it begin to function with- 
out breaking apart. 

The second greatest achieve- 
ment seems to me to be that, in 
spite of a complicated system of 
election, we still managed to 
elect 15 judges from all over the 
world as members of the Interna- 
tional Court of Justice. These 
judges are well distributed geo- 
graphically, representing the 
United States, the United King- 
dom, Russia, France, China, Bel- 
gium, Nerway, Yugoslavia, Poland, 
Egypt, Canada, Mexico, Brazil, 
Chile and El Salvador. 

The third great achievement, I 
think, is the fact that this new 
organization had presented to it, 
through the Security Council, some 
very thorny questions and, in- 
tead of putting them off, got down 
to work and dealt with them. 
First, there was the question be- 
tween Russia and Iran, Then 
came Russia’s accusations against 
Britain for having troops in 
Greece. Though heated words 
were exchanged between foreign 
Secretary Ernest Bevin and Vice 
Foreign Commissar Andrei Vi- 
shinsky, a solution to both these 
questions was achieved, 


Some people feared that the’ 


plain speaking which has gone on 
in these Security Council meetings 
would create such rifts that the 
representatives of the nations in- 
volved could not go on working 
together, but that fear was soon 
set at rest. At the end of the dis- 
pute over Greece, Bevin and 
Vishinsky shook hands warmly. 
Both of them seem quite able to 
consider these arguments on the 
level of any parliamentary debate. 


We in the United States should be 
well accustomed to this, 
have seen many a man at- 
tack the political theories of an 
opponent with vitriolic words, 
then link arms and go out to din- 
ner with him. 
* a _ 

I AM VERY GLAD that it was 
decided to place the permanent 
headquarters in the United States. 
Since European nations are more 
international minded, they are not 
likely to forget that peace requires 
as much attention as war. But 
the United States, because of its 
early isolation, has lived in what 
many might call a fools’ paradise. 

In the past, some security was 
created by our ocean barriers and 
we were far less dependent on 
trade with other nations. Today, 
all thinking people in the United 
States know that oceans are no 
longer a protection. Nevertheless, 
some of our old spirit of self-suf- 
ficiency clings to us. That is the 
reason why I feel that bringing 
U.N.O.’s home to eur nation prob- 
ably will insure, as nothing else 
would, the active, wholehearted 
support of our people for this ef- 
fort, which is the last and best 
hope for our civilization. 

Our newspapers give much less 
space to news that comes from 
faraway places unless it has some 
sensational value. But with the 
U.N.O, headquarters in the United 
States, there should bé a constant 
flow of information about its ac- 
tivities which should receive ade- 
quate coverage.

Morale Improved at Boonville 


1 Boys' Training School Changing 


By F. A. Behymer

BOONVILLE, Mo., Feb. 12. 


HE day after Phil M. Don- 
T neny was inaugurated as Gov- 

ernor of Missouri he put in a 
call for the Rev. Leroy Munyon, 
his pastor, down at Lebanon. It 
wasn’t that he was. especially 
standin’ in the need of prayer. 
There was something else that 
he wanted the preacher to do for 
him. 

“Brother Munyon,” he said, “I’m 
going to appoint you superinten- 
dent at Boonville. I want you to 
go up there and make a school 
out of the reformatory.” 

Brother Munyon hadn’t been an 
applicant. It was the Governor's 
idea. But he accepted the ap- 
pointment. That was how a 
preacher, the new Governor’s first 
appointee, became head of the 
State’s most notorious institution. 

The Missouri training School for 
Boys at Boonville was a mess. It 
had been that way a long time. 
Everybody knew it but nobody 
did anything about it. One rea- 
son, perhaps the principal one, 
was that it was a political foot- 
ball and everybody had been 
kicking it around. The _ school 
that was supposed to be a re 
formatory had become a deformi- 
tory. Gov. Donnelly was deter- 
mined to make a real training 
school of it and was convinced 
that the Lebanon preacher was 
the man to do it. 

Munyon was more than a 
preacher, He was a man of prac- 
tical experience. He was a chap- 
lain in World War I. For eight 
years, before he became pastor 
of the Christian church at Leb- 
anon, he was chaplain of the peni- 
tentiary at Jefferson City. The 
Boonville job would be tougher 
than that but he wasn’t afraid of 
it. He had always liked hard jobs 
and didn’t mind attempting to do 
what many called the impossible. 
When Munyon, on. Jan. 9, last 
year, took charge he faced what 
seemed to be a hopeless situation. 
He was given the rank of colonel, 
but he was a minister still and 
kept the faith of his calling. 
Solemnly he dedicated himself to 
his task, 

Conditions at the _ institution 
were bad beyond ordinary descrip- 
tion. The young inmates, ill fed 
and poorly clothed, were herded 
in verminous dormitories with 
broken windows. They were dis- 
orderly and rebellious. Guards 
knocked them about and there 
were unsupervised fluggings., 
There was no athletic equipment, 
no adequate gymnasium or swim- 
ming pool. The chapel had been 
closed for years and was used for 
storage purposes. There was no 


resident pastor or doctor or dent- 


ist. Trere was no band or orches- 
tra and the recreational facilities 
were negligible. Escapes were 
frequent. Personnel lacked quali- 
fications. There was complete de- 
moralization. Col. Munyon, after 
being there a while summed it 
up: “A boy had little chance to 
survive the training school. He 
left with a knowledge of crime, 
with less morality, less character 
and less principle than when he

entered. He was virtually con- 
demned to a life of crime.” 

The question was whether the 
new superintendent, with his 
clerical outlook and his idealism, 
would be able to stick it out 
without reverting to lower stand- 
ards. Many doubted it. They pre- 
dicted that all his idealism would 
be knocked out of him in a little 


while, 
H make the boys understand that 

he was going to give them a 
fair, deal, They didn’t believe it. 
They either didn’t understand that 
kind of talk or they despised it. He 
called in the guards and told them 
there had to be an end to the in- 
discriminate beatings. It got 
around and the boys took it to 
mean that there woulfn’t be any 
more floggings. They took advan- 
tage of that and became more un- 
ruly than ever. 

Munyon wanted to have an end 
of floggings, but he was made to 
see that it couldn’t be done with- 
out making conditions worse. So, 
after consulting with Gov. Don- 
elly, he reinstated it as a disci- 
plinary measure but with safe- 
guards to prevent its abuse, There 
was need for physical punishment 
sometimes, just as there was in 
the home, but it had to be supre- 
vised and judicial, 

Under the rules set up by the 
superintendent, such punishment 
could be inflicted only by Col. H. 
C. Dickey, in charge of discipline,

after the making of formal 
charges, and then only in the pres- 
ence of witnesses and the maxi- 
mum punishment was fixed at 
seven blows on the back of the of- 
fender. For lesser offenses the 
penalties were fewer strokes of 
the whip, confinement in solitary 
or denial of privileges. 

Punishment thus judicially in- 
flicted was effective where in- 
discriminate sluggings and club- 
bings had bred bitterness and re-

On the constructive side Col. 
Munyon saw to it that the dormi- 
tories were repaired and cleaned 
up, better food was served in a 
more orderly manner and new 
clothing provided.

A 
hospital was established, with ‘a 
doctor and three men with army 
hospital experience, assisted by 
the boys. Military drills are held 
when the weather permits. There 
will be seasonal sports. There will 


be other forms of physical educa- 


tion and recreation. 

The immediate effects have been 
a great improvement in morale 
and fewer escapes. It used to be 
that there was an average of 10 
escapes a month. It was easy be- 
cause there are no walle around 
the institution. In November Col. 
Munyon announced that additional 
merits would be given if there 
were no escapes in December. 
Merits are prized because paroles 
are determined by them. There

were no escapes in December nor 
during the early part of January. 
Additional incentives were offered 
in the form of merits based on 
grading of work and the general 
attitude of the boys. Col. Munyon 
says there has been a great im- 
provement in the morale and so 
do the members of the state penal 
board, They were making one of 
their periodical inspections the 
day when this writer visited the 
institution and they said that al- 
ready there had been an improve- 
ment of 50 per cent in the attitude 
and behavior of the inmates. Col. 
Munyon calls that only a begin- 
ning. ‘“‘The boys aré learning that 
we are sincere,” he said, “and they 
are responding.” 

In other words the boys are 
finding out that Col. Munyon is 
& man who understands them and 
wants to help them. 

* * * 

UNNING a reformatory, Col. 

Munyon is quite willing to ad- 

mit, is different from running 
a Sunday school. The average at- 
tendance at the reform school is 
475. All the pupils are boys. Most 
of them, in varying degrees, are 
“bad” boys, though some of them 
are merely neglected and unfortu- 
nate. In age they range from 8 
to 22 years. They are there under 
sentences that average one to five 
years, or in the case of the older 
ones, until they are 21. Some sen- 
tences, because of peculiar circum- 
stances, are indeterminate. 

There are. boys who on their 
merits could be paroled but are 
not because the home conditions 
to which they would return make 
it inadvisable. The cure for that, 
says Col. Munyon, is more intelli- 
get interest of communities and 
the bringing to bear of helpful in- 
fluence upon the families of the 
boys. The parents, Col. Munyon 
Says, are a greater problem than 
the boys. 

Boys run away, says the super- 
intendent, because they are idle, 
restless and homesick. Usually 
they go home or to their home 
communities and are found there 
and returned to the institution. 

Much remains to be done in im- 
proving conditions. The dormi- 
tories, each housing 60 boys and 
ruled by a captain, should be re- 
placed, says Col, Munyon, by cot- 
tages with 30 inmates in each, 
supervised by a captain, with his 
wife as housemother. When he 
came only one of the dormitories 
had a “mother.” Now there are 
three. 

The morale has definitely im- 
proved and the total situation has 
improved in proportion. The boys, 
with new clothing and new shoes, 
have gained a new self-respect. 
Their sullenness is gone. March- 
ing and singing has instilled a 
sense of solidarity. “And my!” 
says Col. Munyan, “how those 
boys like to march and how they 
can sing!” They know Sunday 
school songs and sing them with 
fervor, 

Col. Munyon doesn’t for a 
moment think he is out of the 
woods yet, but he hasn’t been 
licked and his idealism hasn't 
been knocked out of him. More 
and more it is working out and 
proving practical. His goal is the 
same as when he came, to make 
the institution a training school 
instead of a little prison—or a 
little hell, 


Contract 
Bridge

XPERTS have one phobia that 
3 transcends all others—the fear 
of being caught in an end play 
and forced t-. make a ruinous re 
turn. Many times, of course, 
there is no escape from this trap, 
but when he could have got out 
but didn’t, said expert suffers the 
deepest humiliation. That was 
West's fate in today’s deal, 
South, dealer. 
Both sides vulnerable. 
Both sides 60 on score. 
442 
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The part-score situation caused 


some spirited bidding, oar: 
th West North : 
To trump Double Red' bie 2 spades 
‘ass 3 elu 


Pass Pa Pass 
3 hearts 3 spades 


Pass 3 no trump Pass 
Double (final bid) 


West decided to lead the dia- 
mond queen. (The ace and jack 
of spades would have turned out 
better.) South won and led clubs, 
East having to take his ace on 
the second round. At this point, 
as may be seen, East could have 
run the entire spade suit by lead- 
ing low through South, but from 
the information at hand East 
could scarcely be aware of that 
fact. He visualized the declarer’s 
holding almost exactly, but he 
could not be blamed for fearing 
that instead of queen-ten-small, 
South had queen-jack-small of 
spades. If the defenders set up @ 
spade trick for him he would win 
five club tricks, the ace-king of 
diamonds with which he was 
marked, one spade, and the heart 
ace. Conversely, if East knocked 
out declarer’s second diamond 
stopper, the defenders would win 
two diamonds, one club, two 
spades and one heart, defeating 
the contract. 

East acted on this not-illogical 
arfalysis, returning his lowest dia- 
mond South ducking, West won 
and continued the suit, driving 
out the king. Now declarer ran 
the clubs, discarding a spade and 
a heart. East kept three spades 
and the diamond ten: West re 
duced to ace-jack of spades and 
king-jack of hearts, Declarer led 
a spade from dummy and played 
the ten. West won with the jack 
and had to return a heart! 
Finis! 

If West had won the spade with 
the ace and returned the jack, 
his side would have collected 500 
points.
